SOUTHERN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  is  a  voluntary 
organization  of  local  governments  serving  a  common  region.   Member 
communities  have  many  common  problems  which  affect  each  other  and 
can  more  effectively  be  solved  on  a  cooperative,  areawide  basis. 
Because  of  the  economies  of  scale  offered  by  areawide  programs, 
many  of  these  problems  can  be  dealt  with  through  the  Commission  at 
less  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 

One  of  the  Commission's  major  responsibilities  is  to  help  co- 
ordinate the  planning  and  development  activities  of  the  many  units 
of  local  government  that  comprise  the  planning  region  and  to  help 
ensure  that  the  activities  of  State  and  Federal  agencies  are  re- 
sponsive to  local  needs. 

Through  the  Commission's  regional  planning  and  transportation 
programs,  a  wide  range  of  reports  and  data  are  developed  annually;

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 


Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a 
cooperative  effort  between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the  State 
Forest  Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our 
Legislature,  the  State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each  munici- 
pality as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  charged  him  with  the  responsibility 
of  forest  fire  prevention  and  control  within  his  town/city.   This 
person  may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as  many  Deputy  Forest 
Fire  Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  efficiently  carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire 
districts  with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district. 
The  State  organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the  municipal  forest 
fire  organization  in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest 
fire  suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law 
violators  and  forest  fire  prevention  programs.   Forest  fire  suppression 
equipment  is  purchased  through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability  and  sold 
to  local  forest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.   Excess  military 
property  is  obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire  departments  at 
no  cost  to  local  departments  for  conversion  into  fire  suppression  units. 
This  cooperative  arrangement  between  State  and  municipality  has  result- 
ed in  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States  with  less 
than  one-half  acre  of  woodland  burned  in  each  fire  reported.

During  this  period  in  time,  when  people  are  again  realizing  that 
less  government  is  the  best  government,  our  commission  has  been  re- 
viewing what  our  duties  should  be.   We  already  have  scenic  roads  to 
oversee,  conservation  land  plus  a  Town  Forest.   The  commission, also, 
has  to  look  into  all  lands  that  come  up  for  tax  sale.

The  commission  signed  a  contract  with  a  Rockingham  County  govern- 
ment group  to  work  on  Town  Forest  land.  The  leader  reviewed  the  work 
but  was  never  able  to  get  the  labor,  because  Rockingham  County  employ- 
ment rate  was  so  high. 

We  will  continue  to  try  to  do  our  work  without  asking  the  town 
for  funds  or  saddling  the  people  with  endless  regulations  and 
harassment.

1979  REPORT  OF  SERVICES  TO  CANDIA 


Nursing: 


Skilled  nursing  services  were  provided  in  Candia  homes  by- 
Registered  Nurses  and  Licensed  Practical  Nurses  including  dressings, 
injections,  special  treatments,  baths  and  rehabilitative  services 
under  the  direction  of  the  patient's  physician.  Ho me maker/Ho me  Health 
Aides  provided  their  services  under  the  supervision  of  the  Visiting 
Nurse  and  therapists. 

Therapy: 

Registered  physical,  occupational  and  speech  therapists  provided 
their  Sfcrvices  in  the  home  as  needed.  Consultations  with  a  social 
worker  and  a  nutritionist  were  also  available. 

Maternal  and  Child  Health: 

Visiting  Nurses  give  pre-  and  post-natal  advice  and  guidance  to 
expectant  mothers  as  well  as  instruction  for  child  care  following  birth. 
The  Teenage  Pregnancy  Program  continues  each  Monday  afternoon  at  the 
VNA  office,  19^  Concord  Street  in  Manchester  with  free  classes,  personal 
counseling  and  learning  sessions. 

Immunization  Clinics  for  children  2  months  to  6  years  are  held  in 
Candia  periodically  during  the  year. 

Senior  Citizen  Outreach  Program: 

The  purpose  of  this  VNA  program  is  to  help  those  over  60  years  of 
age  living  in  Candia  to  remain  in  their  own  homes  by  offering  support 
through  health  assessment  and  home  health  care  maintenance. 

Free  monthly  blood  pressure  screening  clinics  are  available. 
Mrs.  Terry  Steckowych,  R.N.  serves  as  the  Director  of  the  Senior  Outreach 
Program. 

Policy: 

Visiting  Nurse  Association/Home  Health  Agency  is  a  certified 
voluntary  non-profit  agency.  Anyone  may  request  service  by  calling 
the  VNA  office  at  622-3781,  Monday  through  Friday  from  7:30  a.m.  to 
5:00  p.m.  Services  are  provided  on  weekends  and  holidays  as  necessary, 
and  there  is  a  2k- hour  answering  service  for  messages. 

Also  certified  by  the  federal  government  to  care  for  Medicare 
patients,  many  services  are  paid  for  through  Medicaid,  Medicare,  and 
other  health  insurance  plans.  Fees  are  discussed  on  the  initial  visit 
with  adjustments  made  if  full  fee  cannot  be  paid. 

VNA  services  are  presently  still  available  to  Candia  residents  at 
no  cost  to  the  town.  Mrs.  Frank  Kendall  represents  Candia  on  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Association.  Janice  Hilson,  R.N.  is  the  nurse  for 
this  area.

CANDIA  MOSQUITO  COMMISSION 

The  Mosquito  program  was  not  carried  out  this  past  year  because: 
(l)  all  the  equipment  was  destroyed  in  a  fire  at  the  Rockingham  County 
Farm  and  (2)  there  was  no  licensed  person  to  conduct  the  spraying  and 
larviciding.  Other  factors  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  we  should 
pursue  the  matter  further,  such  as  the  following: 

1.  Over  l/3  of  Gandia  includes  the  Manchester  watershed  and 
land  owned  by  the  Audubon  Society,  both  bodies  forbidding 
the  use  of  insecticides. 

2.  None  of  the  surrounding  towns  have  a  mosquito  program. 

3.  The  GETA  program  was  discontinued  further  reducing  the 
source  of  available  help. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  State  Committee  on  Mosquito  Control  on 
December  11,  1979»  it  was  the  concensus  that  a  program  undertaken  by 
the  State  would  be  prohibitive  costwise.   It  was  suggested  that  we 
should  direct  our  attention  to  preventing  mosquito  growth  by: 

1.  Clearing  culverts,  catch  basins,  storm  drains  and  removing 
vegetation  from  plugged  ditches. 

2.  Clearing  existant  streams  and  connecting  ditches  in  a  town 
to  improve  water  flow. 

3.  Eliminating  artificial  containers  such  as  old  tires,  cans 
and  bottles. 

4.  Filling  in  ruts  and  grading  of  small  potholes. 

5.  Gutting  some  tree  limbs  to  let  in  sun  to  dry  up  excess 
water  in  wooded  areas. 

6.  Regulation  of  old  tire  storage  outdoors  by  local  ordinances. 

7.  Encouraging  fish  in  small  ponds  (Gambusiae  -  the  mosquito  fish.) 

8.  Encouraging  birds  and  mosquito  predators  such  as  dragonflies, 
praying  manthas,  spiders,  etc. 

Pending  a  more  favorable  setting  the  Mosquito  Commission  will 
curtail  its  activity.

There  have  been  no  epidemics  or  unusual  health  problems  during 
the  past  year.   Several  households  have  been  examined  and  approved 
for  foster  children. 

A  long  standing  and  ever  increasing  problem  has  resulted  from 
salting  the  roads  in  that  many  wells  have  been  contaminated  with 
increasing  salt  content.   Some  towns  have  done  away  with  salting. 
This  problem  might  be  helped  by  mixing  salt  with  sand  in  a  1  to  20 
ratio  and  hopefully  this  should  be  done.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

zoning/subdivision  ACTIVITY  1979 

The  Gandia  Planning  Board  held  28  meetings  during  1979  and  review- 
ed and  approved  13  applications  for  subdivision.  The  total  number  of 
new  lots  approved  was  32  and  these  were  located  on  Pine  Ridge  Drive, 
Diamond  Hill  Road,  Brown  Road,  Route  ^3,  Island  Road,  Patten  Hill  Road 
and  North  Road. 

Jeffrey  Carpenter  served  as  Chairman  in  1979  and  Chris  Closs  was 
elected  Secretary.  William  Donovan  was  appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  of  Bruce  Larson  who  resigned  in  June. 

COMPREHENSIVE  TOWN  PLAN 

The  draft  of  the  Candia  Comprehensive  Plan  will  be  completed  in 
March  1980  and  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for  review.  Richard 
Seeley,  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  graduate  intern,  retained  by 
the  Town  in  1979  with  Revenue  Sharing  monies,  has  completed  major  seg- 
ments of  the  Plan  including  population  base  and  school  enrollment  pro- 
jections, geology,  soils,  water  resources,  climate  and  physiographic 
characteristics,  wildlife,  vegetation  and  agricultural  resources. 
Mr.  Seeley  also  developed  ten  community  and  natural  resource  base  maps 
in  multiple  color  at  a  scale  of  1"  -  1000'.   Much  of  this  work  was  com- 
pleted in  donated  space  at  the  Odd  Fellows  Hall  through  the  generosity 
of  Maiden's  Funeral  Home. 

Roger  Brevoort,  a  private  planning  consultant,  hired  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Planning  Board  with  grants  from  the  Heritage  Conserva- 
tion and  Recreation  Service,  U.  S.  Department  of  the  Interior  and  the 
Eva  Gebhard  Gourgaud  Foundation,  comprehensively  surveyed  and  inven- 
toried all  of  the  community's  cultural  resources,  including  historic 
buildings,  landscapes,  and  potential  historic  districts,  archaeologi- 
cally  sensitive  areas  and  industrial  ruins.   Brevoort* s  assignment  was 
coordinated  with  other  components  of  the  Plan  and  was  used  to  provide 
locational  verification  of  every  structure  existing  in  Town  in  1979* 

The  Community  Attitude  Survey  was  completed,  distributed,  and 
tabulated.  Coupled  with  the  Rockingham  County  study  of  Candia  and 
additional  citizen  input,  it  has  formed  the  basis  for  the  Goals  and 
Objectives  of  the  Comprehensive  Plan.  Plan  chapters  on  Transportation, 
Utilities  and  Facilities,  Economic  Base  and  Current  Land  Use  were  re- 
searched by  citizen  task  force  groups. 

Prior  to  adoption  of  the  Comprehensive  Plan  by  the  Planning  Board 
in  1980,  the  Plan  will  be  presented  for  public  review  at  a  series  of 
community  informational  meetings  for  comment  and  criticism.  Following 
this  phase,  major  revision  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  Subdivision 
Regulations  is  anticipated.   Because  of  the  enormity  of  the  task  of 
preparing  a  truly  comprehensive  Plan  and  because  planning  is  an  ongoing 
process,  the  Planning  Board  will  continue  to  augment  the  data  developed 
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in  1979-80  through  specialized  studies.  The  Board  would  like  to 
strongly  encourage  interested  citizens  to  assist  in  implementing  the 
various  recommendations  contained  in  the  Town's  new  Plan. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

In  1979  members  of  the  Planning  Board  served  as  representatives 
in  a  variety  of  functions  broadly  related  to  planning  and  development 
of  the  community.  To  improve  communication  among  local  officers  and 
boards,  quarterly  meetings  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  were  initiated 
and  a  representative  to  the  Conservation  Commission  will  be  designated. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Planning  Board,  planning  intern  and  cultural  re- 
source consultant  provided  comment  before  the  New  Hampshire  Wetlands 
Board  in  Concord  concerning  the  dredging  of  MacDonald  Pond.  The  Board 
also  initiated  a  special  study  of  investment  institution's  attitudes 
toward  financing  construction  in  designated  floodplain  areas. 
A  representative  of  the  Planning  Board  served  on  the  Town  Office  Build- 
ing Study  Committee  which  developed  recommendations  for  development  of 
a  future  facility.  Planning  Board  members  attended  the  following  meet- 
ings/seminars: Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  Annual  Meet- 
ing; Central  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  Special  Seminar;  Public 
Roads;  New  England  Rivers  Center  Conference;  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions;  and  New  Hampshire 
Planner's  Association  Annual  Meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

In  19?8»  the  Gandia  School  Board  appointed  a  committee  to  con- 
sider essential  educational  goals  as  they  pertain  to  the  students  of 
the  Gandia  School  District.   Under  Section  6  of  the  Powers  and  Duties 
of  the  School  Board  came  the  basis  of  authority  for  the  establishment 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Accountability  Plan. 

"School  boards  shall,  in  consultation  with  the 
Superintendent  and  in  accordance  with  statutes 
and  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
determine  the  educational  goals  of  the  district, 
develop  long-range  plans  and  identify  measurable 
and  attainable  short-term  objectives.  The  school 
board  shall  require  the  appropriate  review  of 
such  programs  and  make  public  the  results  of 
such  investigations." 

This  committee  was  comprised  of  a  Candia  School  Board  Member, 
central  office  personnel,  principal,  teachers  and  parents  of  Candia. 
After  the  conclusion  of  a  two-day  workshop,  the  committee  held  a  gener- 
al session  in  the  school  for  parent  and  community  input.  Following 
this,  the  committee  again  regrouped  and  submitted  to  the  Candia  School 
Board  what  they  felt  were  essential  goals  for  the  students  of  Candia. 
Upon  reviewing  these  educational  goals,  the  following  policy  was  adopt- 
ed by  the  Candia  School  Board  in  June,  1978. 

The  Candia  School  Board  adopts  the  following  school  district  goals 
to  provide  continuity  and  direction  to  the  school  system. 

In  order  that  each  student  may  become  a  self -fulfilled  person  and 
a  successful,  productive  citizen  the  school  system  shall  provide  experi- 
ences that  enable  the  student  to: 

Attain  a  level  of  mastery  in  the  basic  areas  of  reading,  mathematics, 
and  communication  skills  appropriate  to  the  student's  individual 
abilities; 

Develop  an  understanding  of  social  and  political  systems  and  encourage 
responsible  participation  in  our  democratic  process; 

Gain  insight  into  the  nature  of  human  relationships,  respect  the  rights 
of  others  and  develop  successful  inter-personal  skills; 

Develop  a  basic  understanding  of  how  our  economy  works  and  utilize  those 
consumer  skills  necessary  for  personal  economic  survival; 

Understand  and  practice  personal  behaviors  which  lead  to  sound  mental 
and  physical  health; 

Develop  an  understanding  of  the  natural  laws  of  science  especially  as 
they  affect  ecological  balance,  to  appreciate  and  participate  in  the 
maintenance  of  that  balance; 
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Practice  a  system  of  values  and  ethics  conductive  to  the  well  being 
of  the  student,  the  school  and  society; 

Develop  creative  and  critical  thinking  and  an  intellectual  curiosity 
for  lifelong  learning; 

Be  aware  of  a  wide  range  of  vocations,  the  skills  and  benefits  associ-^ 
ated  with  each,  and  as  a  result,  select  appropriate  school  programs; 

Be  aware  of  and  appreciate  world  cultures  through  a  variety  of  experi- 
ences derived  from  the  fine  and  folk  arts  and  the  humanities. 

As  we  pursue  and  implement  the  accountability  project  during  next 
several  years,  the  outcome  of  this  project  will  eventually  lead  to  the 
development  of  curriculum  from  each  of  the  basic  areas  of  content  as 
established  in  the  goals  of  the  district. 

Inasmuch  as  these  projects  are  quite  an  undertaking,  I  wish  to 
express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  community,  the  administration, 
staff  and  school  board  for  their  support  in  this  endeavor.

Early  in  the  school  year  96  first  and  second  graders  went  to 
Dr.  Loveless'  office  for  a  Dental  Health  program.   69  of  the  students 
were  given  a  dental  screening  with  results  forwarded  to  the  parents.

Hopefully,  with  Candia  once 
again  having  immunization  clinics,  this  figure  will  rise.

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SPEECH,  HEARING,  AND  LANGUAGE  PROGRAM 

1978-1979 

The  Speech,  Hearing  and  Language  Program  currently  serves  chil- 
dren in  grades  1-8,  who  have  been  identified  for  remediation;  both 
handicapped  and  special  needs  non-handicapped.  It  also  serves  pre- 
schoolers who  have  been  identified  as  handicapped. 

The  program  functions  for  purposes  of:   1.  Identification  of 
speech,  language,  and  auditory  disorders  by  means  of  referrals  and 
screenings.   2.  Diagnostic  evaluations  and  31  prescriptive  remedial 
programs  for  inclass  suggestions,  parental  support  and  for  therapy. 

Speech  and  language  acquisition  is  a  very  important  pre-requisite 
for  communication  skills  of  reading,  writing  and  spelling.  Therefore, 
a  delay  in  this  area  could  create  difficulties  in  almost  all  subjects. 

Several  types  of  speech  and  language  areas  are  remediated  in  the 
program.  These  include:  articulation  disorders,  stuttering,  voice 
disorders,  hearing  impaired  and  language  disorders.  The  breakdown  of 
the  23  students  currently  enrolled  in  therapy  are  as  follows:

In  addition,  the  Speech  and  Language  Therapist  is  a  consultant 
for  23  more  children  with  Speech  and  Language  problems.  Limited  time 
prevents  some  of  these  children  from  receiving  direct  services. 
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ESEA  TITLE  I  PROGRAM 
1978-1979 

The  focus  of  the  Title  I  Program  is  to  improve  reading  through 
expanded  communication  skills.   Because  children  spend  58$  of  their 
school  time  in  activities  which  require  listening,  it  becomes  the 
foundation  of  all  language  acquisition  skills,  and  therefore,  of  most 
thought  processes.  Auditory  and  thinking  skills  are  primary  to  be- 
coming effective  and  understanding  readers. 

One  part  time  teacher  and  one  full  time  aide  meet  individually 
or  in  small  groups  to  improve  listening,  speaking,  thinking,  and 
writing  skills  of  30  non-handicapped  children  of  grades  one  through 
eight.   An  enriching  variety  of  materials  present  the  students  oppor- 
tunities to  learn  in  the  way  they  are  most  comfortable.   Lessons  are 
designed  to  meet  these  specific  needs.   There  are  tapes,  language 
kits  and  books  for  leisure  reading  and  for  research  information. 
Children  are  encouraged  to  involve  themselves  in  both  directed  and 
non-directed  activities. 

Last  year,  88$  of  the  students  enrolled,  increased  their  reading 
skills  significantly  and  100%  gained  better  self  esteem  and  confidence, 
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RESOURCE  ROOM  PROGRAM 

1978-1979 

The  Resource  Room  is  a  non-categorical  handicapped  setting  that 
provides  instruction  to  students  in  grades  1-8.  The  children  attend 
the  Resource  Room  on  a  part  time  basis  for  specific  periods  of  time  on 
a  regularly  scheduled  basis.  The  remaining  portion  of  the  day  is  spent 
in  the  regular  classroom.  Students  are  mainstreamed  to  the  greatest 
extent  possible. 

During  the  1978-1979  school  year,  the  resource  room  serviced 
approximately  15  handicapped  students  and  10  non-handicapped  students. 
These  children  received  individualized  instruction  in  the  areas  of  math, 
reading,  English,  science,  social  studies,  language  development  and 
auditory  and  visual  skills.  The  program  made  it  possible  for  these 
students  to  have  the  advantages  of  a  total  remedial  program  prepared 
and  implemented  by  the  resource  room.  The  alternative  to  the  resource 
room  would  be  out-of-district  placement  for  many  of  these  students. 

This  year  the  resource  room  specialist  and  two  aides  provided 
services  to  26  students  (15  handicapped,  11  no n- handicapped)  in  grades 
1-8.  For  each  one  of  the  students,  an  individualized  education  plan 
is  designed  and  implemented  to  meet  the  specific  needs  of  the  child. 
Public  Law  9^-1^2  and  R.S.A.  186  provide  specifically  for  the  education 
of  the  handicapped. 

At  this  writing,  approximately  20  non-handicapped  students  have 
been  referred  to  the  resource  room  but  due  to  limited  time  available, 
and  the  present  enrollment,  these  students  can  not  be  serviced.  In 
such  cases,  the  resource  room  specialist  aids  the  classroom  teacher 
in  terms  of  approaches,  methods  and  materials  that  can  be  used  in  the 
regular  classroom.   In  this  way,  the  resource  room  is  able  to  extend 
its  services  to  the  regular  classroom  setting. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  LEARNING  DISABILITIES  PROGRAM 

1978-1979 

The  objective  of  the  Learning  Disabilities  program  is  to  identify 
children  with  academic  difficulties  due  to  a  learning  problem.  These 
children  receive  remediational  instruction  for  their  individual  learn- 
ing problem,  along  with  support  services  for  other  academic  areas  of 
difficulty. 

The  program  consists  of  one  learning  disabilities  teacher  who  does 
screening,  identification,  remediation  and  individual  academic  instruc- 
tion.  Once  a  child  is  identified,  an  individual  educational  plan  is 
written.  This  plan  focuses  on  each  child's  strengths  and  weaknesses. 
By  doing  this,  the  child  is  given  instruction  through  their  stronger 
mode  of  learning  while  also  receiving  remediation  for  their  weaker 
area(s)  of  learning. 

Remediation  is  in  either  the  auditory  or  visual  perceptual  area, 
depending  on  individual  needs.  The  L.  D.  teacher  also  provides 
instruction  in  the  academic  areas  of  reading,  mathematics,  spelling, 
English,  social  studies  and  science.  Each  student's  academic  instruc- 
tion is  tailored  to  meet  their  individual  learning  style.   The  L.  D. 
teacher  also  provides  materials  and  modifications  for  teaching  the 
L.  D.  student  within  the  regular  classroom. 

The  Gandia  Special  Education  Team  will  evaluate  each  child's 
program  and  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.   The  team  will  then 
determine  the  program  most  beneficial  for  each  student  for  the  coming 
year.   In  using  this  format,  each  child's  program  and  progress  is 
periodically  evaluated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
1978-1979 

The  Moore  Elementary  School  opened  the  1978-1979  academic  year 
on  September  6,  1978.  The  roaring  engines  of  trucks  and  bulldozers 
provided  a  sort  of  music  to  our  ears.  The  construction  of  the  new 
addition  was  underway.  Although  there  were  interruptions  to  our 
daily  school  routine,  these  interruptions  were  handled  in  stride  by 
a  cooperative  and  understanding  faculty  and  student  body.  Various 
construction  delays  forced  the  opening  of  the  new  addition  from  the 
anticipated  December  date  to  March  of  1979.  The  new  addition  was 
well  received  by  the  faculty,  students,  parents  and  community.  After 
months  of  anticipation,  our  new  addition  was  functioning.  Needless 
to  say,  this  addition  has  enhanced  the  general  educational  environment 
of  the  Moore  Elementary  School.  The  citizens  of  Candia  can  be  proud 
of  themselves  for  their  continued  support  of  the  children  in  this 
community. 

Curriculum  improvement  continued  to  be  an  important  goal  of  the 
school  board,  administration  and  faculty.  School  District  goals  and 
objectives  were  adopted  by  the  Candia  School  Board.  Basic  curricula 
in  the  areas  of  mathematics,  reading  and  language  arts  were  reviewed 
and  revised.  Efforts  to  bring  about  an  awareness  of  reading  as  a 
leisure  activity  through  our  R.I. P.  Program  were  cited  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Council  for  Better  Schools. 

Field  trips  to  strengthen  and  actualize  classroom  instruction 
continued  to  play  an  important  role  in  our  program.  Excursions  to 
Strawbery  Banke,  Plimouth  Plantation,  Boston  Symphony,  Museum  of 
Science,  etc.,  all  helped  to  make  the  students  more  aware  of  the 
importance  of  classroom  instruction.  The  week  long  science  excursion 
to  Ocean  Park,  Maine  under  the  direction  of  Charles  Miner  and  Russell 
Marcoux  once  again  proved  to  be  a  valuable  experience  to  our  students. 
As  in  the  past,  our  students  received  a  commendation  for  their  fine 
behavior  and  attitude. 

Accountability  became  an  important  issue  in  education  during  the 
1978-1979  school  year.  With  a  desire  to  identify  how  well  Candia  stu- 
dents are  doing  with  respect  to  basic  skills  development,  a  Local 
Planning  Group  consisting  of  parents,  teachers,  administrators  and 
school  board  members  was  established  to  develop  a  testing  program 
responsive  to  our  local  needs.  Skills  tested  will  be  those  determined 
important  by  Candia  parents  and  faculty. 

There  are  many  factors  involved  with  pupil  achievement:  the 
learning  potential;  the  child;  teacher  -  student  ratio;  instructional 
materials  available;  etc.  The  end  result  of  a  good  local  Accountabil- 
ity plan  will  be  in  revising  local  curriculum  objectives,  better 
supervision  and  training  of  teachers,  resulting  in  improved  pupil 
performance.  This  program  expects  to  be  operational  in  January  of  1981, 
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The  1978-1979  standardized  testing  program  was  administered  to 
students  in  grades  2,4, 6, 8.  This  program  allows  the  administration 
and  faculty  to  review  the  curriculum  areas  of  reading,  language  arts, 
mathematics,  science  and  social  studies  with  respect  to  national 
norms.  As  in  the  past  year,  our  students  continued  to  improve. 
Students  once  again  scored  above  the  national  average  in  the  basic 
areas  of  reading,  language  arts  and  mathematics.  These  test  results, 
coupled  with  the  professional  observations  of  the  faculty  and  quarter- 
ly grade  reports  help  to  give  insight  into  each  individual  student's 
progress . 

In  response  to  Federal  and  State  laws  regarding  education  of  the 
handicapped,  considerable  time  and  effort  is  given  by  the  administra- 
tion, classroom  teacher,  school  counselor,  reading  specialist,  learn- 
ing disabled  specialist,  speech  and  language  therapist,  special  educa- 
tion teacher  and  school  nurse  in  servicing  the  needs  of  hancicapped 
individuals  between  the  ages  of  3  a-n(i  21  years.  Through  careful  test- 
ing, analysis  and  team  review,  individual  education  plans  are  develop- 
ed for  handicapped  children.   Services  are  currently  maintained  for 
several  pre-school  children  and  children  between  the  ages  of  1^-  and  21 
years,  not  attending  Moore  Elementary  School.  Continuous  review  of 
individual  education  plans  and  new  client  referrals  provide  for  a  very 
involved  special  services  program. 

Extra  curriculum  activities  in  the  areas  of  soccer,  baseball, 
basketball,  student  government,  drama,  school  newspaper,  intramurals, 
etc.,  have  contributed  significantly  to  our  children's  growth.  With 
limited  access  to  activities  in  Manchester  and  surrounding  communities, 
the  faculty  and  staff  have  provided  a  strong  and  comprehensive  program 
for  the  students.   The  development  of  the  child  socially,  emotionally, 
physically  and  academically  is  of  utmost  importance  to  us. 

The  education  of  a  child  is  in  effect  a  team  effort.  The  success 
or  failure  of  this  educational  process  is  dependent  upon  how  well  each 
member  of  the  team  functions.  I  believe  that  education  in  Gandia  is  a 
success  because  of  the  cooperation  and  support  of  the  Community,  the 
Candia  School  Board,  the  faculty  and  staff,  and  the  parents  and  students. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  dedicated 
faculty  and  staff  of  the  Moore  Elementary  School,  Mr.  Uhlenhake,  Mr.  Dann 
and  Mrs.  Benz  for  their  cooperation  and  support,  to  Superintendent  David 
Cawley  and  Assistant  Superintendent  Richard  Thompson  and  to  the  people 
of  Candia  who  have  committed  themselves  to  providing  the  best  education 
possible  for  their  children.

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  has  made  great  stride  in  1979 
towards  improving  services  for  the  residents  of  Candia.   The  number  of 
people  utilizing  the  services  offered  by  the  Center  continues  to  grow 
at  a  rapid  rate.  Over  20,000  rides  were  provided  by  the  Senior  Citizen 
Transportation  Service  in  1979 >  an  increase  of  5»000  rides  over  the 
previous  year.  Following  our  move  to  a  new  and  expanded  facility,  our 
utilization  of  medical  services  has  increased  Jfflo   over  the  1978  utiliza- 
tion level.  In  addition  to  the  medical  services  provided  by  the  Center, 
there  has  also  been  a  significant  increase  in  preventive  and  community 
health  services. 

In  November  of  1978,  the  Center  moved  its  base  of  operations  from 
its  crowded  second  floor  location  on  Main  Street  to  a  newly-renovated 
building  at  Ik   Elm  Street.   The  building  is  ideal,  being  centrally 
located  with  ample  parking  space  for  patients  and  staff.  All  of  the 
Center's  services  are  located  on  the  first  floor,  and  are  easily  access- 
ible to  handicapped  individuals  through  the  use  of  a  wheelchair  ramp. 
The  medical  clinic  has  expanded  to  include  four  fully- equipped  examina- 
tion rooms  (three  adult  and  one  pediatric) ,  separate  laboratory  facili- 
ties, a  counseling  room,  receptionist's  station,  and  extra  waiting  room 
space. 

The  Center's  medical  services  are  provided  by  Sarah  Oxnard,  M.D., 
4r.  Michael  Lewis,  a  Registered  Physician's  Assistant,  and  Ann  Morgan, 
i  Nurse  Practitioner.  The  medical  team  also  includes  a  nurse  and  a 
iealth  Aide  who  perform  the  bulk  of  laboratory  procedures  at  the  Center, 
Doth  of  whom  assist  the  physician  and  physician's  assistant.  The  Center's 
|  Community  Health  Workers  work  closely  with  the  Medical  Staff  to  ensure 
:  ;he  appropriate  continuity  of  care  for  its  diverse  patient  population. 
,  In  addition,  they  coordinate  preventive  screening  clinics  to  detect 
|  potential  health  hazards,  hold  information  workshops  open  to  the  public, 
|  ind  act  as  a  liaison  between  the  medical  provider  and  the  patient.  To

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MINUTES  OF  THE  1979  CANDIA  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

The  Annual  School  District  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Candia,  New  Hampshire 
was  called  to  order  at  7 J 35  p.m.,  March  7»  1979,  by  Moderator  Ronald 
Thomas  in  the  Moore  School  Auditorium.  The  Moderator  introduced  the 
Assistant  Moderator,  Charles  Bowman,  and  Ballot  Clerks  Edwin  Brock  and 
George  Albert.  He  then  laid  down  the  ground  rules  of  the  meeting 
stating  that  he  would  read  each  article  as  it  comes  for  consideration 
and  accept  motions  on  the  article.  Amendments  may  be  made  in  writing 
and  will  be  treated  as  the  motions  are.  Only  registered  voters  of  Candia 
may  participate  in  the  discussion  with  the  following  exceptions:  Superin- 
tendent David  Cawley,  Assistant  Superintendent  Richard  Thompson,  Principal 
Timothy  Sweeney,  and  Attorney  Louis  Soule.  Speakers  must  give  name  and 
motions  must  be  in  writing.  Voting  by  hand  signal  except  election  of 
officers  which  is  by  checklist  and  secret  ballot. 

Article  I  read  by  Moderator  Thomas  as  follows:  To  elect:  A.  Moderator 
for  the  ensuing  year  -  B.   Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year  -  C.  Member  of  the 
School  Board  for  the  ensuing  three  years  -  D.  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing 
year  -  E.  Two  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year.  Motion  made  by  Marjorie 
Benz  and  seconded  by  Russell  Dann  "I  move  that  Article  1  be  acted  upon 
at  the  completion  of  Article  6."  Put  to  a  vote,  the  motion  carried. 

Article  2  relative  to  the  continuation  of  Special  Education  Director 
was  read  by  the  moderator.   Motion  made  by  Russell  Dann  and  seconded  by 
Dale  Uhlenhake  as  follows:   "I  move  that  the  District  continue  the  posi- 
tion of  'special  education  director*  as  a  service  to  Supervisory  Union 
#15."   Mr.  Dann  explained  the  position  regarding  mandated  education  of 
special  education  children  funded  by  state  and  federal  monies,  in  that 
no  additional  monies  are  being  requested,  just  the  continuation  of  the 
position,  and  that  cost  is  included  in  the  budget.  Mrs.  Benz  explained 
the  position  itself  in  that  we  need  the  expertise  of  this  person  to  make 
certain  we  are  doing  things  correctly  in  this  area.  Motion  re-read  by 
moderator,  put  to  a  vote;  motion  carried. 

Article  3  regarding  reports  of  agents,  etc.  was  read  by  the  moderator. 
Motion  by  Dale  Uhlenhake  and  seconded  by  Russell  Dann  "I  move  that  the 
reports  of  the  officers  of  the  District  as  set  forth  in  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  Candia  School  District,  be  accepted  and  placed  on  file." 
Put  to  a  vote,  there  being  no  discussion,  the  motion  carried. 

Article  k   relative  to  acceptance  of  State,  Federal,  and  other  funds  was 
read  by  Moderator  Thomas.   Motion  made  by  Marjorie  Benz  and  seconded  by 
Dale  Uhlenhake  "I  move  that  the  District  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
accept  on  behalf  of  the  District  any  Federal  or  State  funds,  gifts  or 
Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act  (CETA)  funds  designated  to  improve 
educational  opportunities  and  to  make  application  for  such  funds  and  to 
expend  the  same  for  such  projects  as  it  may  designate."  Mrs.  Benz  gave 
an  explanation  of  the  various  sources  of  these  funds  and  the  anticipated 
amounts.  Article  was  read  again  by  the  moderator,  put  to  a  vote,  and 
motion  carried. 
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Article  5  regarding  funding  of  cost  items  relating  to  teachers  salaries 
and  benefits  for  the  1979-1980  school  fiscal  year  was  read  by  the 
moderator.  Motion  by  Dale  Uhlenhake,  seconded  by  Russell  Dann,  "I  move 
that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $267*826.00  to  fund 
all  cost  items  relating  to  teachers'  salaries  and  benefits  for  the  1979- 
1980  school  fiscal  year,  $17,811.00  of  such  sum  representing  additional 
costs  attributable  to  the  latest  collective  bargaining  agreement  entered 
into  by  the  School  Board  and  the  Candia  Federation  of  Teachers."  Dale 
Uhlenhake  indicated  that  school  boards  must  make  public  negotiations 
between  the  board  and  the  teachers.  We  have  negotiated  a  three  year 
contract  but  this  article  binds  only  the  first  year.  Figure  includes 
salaries  and  benefits  and  reflects  an  average  increase  of  Jfo   per  year. 
Participating  in  the  ensuing  discussion  were  Glendon  Emery,  Edwin  Brock, 
Mrs.  Chadwick,  Diane  Philbrick,  Leonard  Drew,  with  questions  answered 
by  members  of  the  school  board.  Article  5  was  re-read  by  the  moderator, 
put  to  a  vote,  and  motion  carried. 

Article  6  to  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and 
benefits  for  school  district  officials  and  agents  other  than  benefits 
and  salaries  payable  to  teachers,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory 
obligations  of  the  District  was  read  by  t?he  moderator.  Motion  made  by 
Russell  Dann  and  seconded  by  Dale  Uhlenhake  "I  move  that  the  District 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $756,^-90.00  for  the  payment  of  salaries 
and  benefitsfor  school  district  officials  and  agents  other  than  benefits 
and  salaries  payable  to  teachers  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district."  To  enable  all  to  understand  the  budget 
better  the  school  board  had  prepared  and  passed  out  to  everyone  a  dia- 
gram showing  the  tax  dollar  and  the  percentages  of  it  as  they  relate  to 
the  total  budget.  Participating  in  the  discussion  were  Mrs.  Dufresne, 
Arthur  Modis,  Diane  G artier  and  Glendon  Emery.  Article  6  was  then  read 
again  by  the  moderator,  put  to  a  vote,  and  motion  carried. 

Moderator  Thomas  then  moved  to  the  election  of  officers  at  8:20  p.m., 
declaring  a  five  minute  recess,  while  the  line  formed  approaching  the 
checklist.  At  the  close  of  voting,  the  meeting  would  be  continued. 
At  8:55  "the  ^meeting  was  called  to  order  with  the  results  of  the  voting 
being:

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NOTICE  TO  DOG  OWNERS 

Every  dog  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three  months  old  or  over  shall 
annually,  before  April  30th,  register  it  with  the  town  clerk.  The  licensed  dog 
must  wear  a  collar  and  a  tag  around  his  neck  with  his  registration  number 
theron.  Annual  fees  are: 

(1)  for  an  unneutered  male  -  $6.00 

(2)  for  a  neutered  male  or  a  spayed  female  -  $3.50 

(3)  for  a  female  -  $6.50 

If  fee  is  not  paid  by  June  1st  there  is  an  added  fee  of  $1.00  per  month. 
Certificate  of  Rabies  shot  must  be  presented  when  registering  dogs.

BURNING  REGULATIONS 

State  of  New  Hampshire 

IN  CASE  OF  FIRE  -  PHONE  483-2311 


Written  permits  must  be  obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  all 
open  fires  at  all  times  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

Permits  will  not  be  issued  for  the  kindling  of  open  fires  between  the 
hours  of  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  unless  raining. 

Permits  for  grass,  brush,  campfires,  etc.,  must  be  obtained  on  the  day 
burning  is  to  be  done. 

Permits  for  screened  incinerators  and  properly  constructed  outdoor 
fireplaces  may  be  obtained  for  the  season. 

There  is  no  charge  for  permits  which  may  be  obtained  from  Donald  W. 
Seward,  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Candia.  Tel.  483-8629. 

All  fires  seen  and  reported  by  the  fire  lookout  tower  are  checked  with 
these  permits  and  any  person  found  to  be  burning  without  first  obtaining 
a  permit  is  subject  to  a  fine  up  to  $200. 

Any  person  found  to  be  burning  after  being  refused  a  permit  because 
of  unsuitable  weather  is  subject  to  a  fine  up  to  $500.
